how toulde J ſo craftily, and ſo eaſely bꝛynge it about 
by any meanes, as by this perſwaſion, that there is no 
perill ot damnation therin? Foz let me once bꝛynge the 
out of the feare of that perill, And then, who dooth not 
ſee, how eaſp a matter it were, to bꝛyng the out ofthee 


feare of all other perils, whiche are nothynge in *

bewꝛatyng thy ſelfe? And when thou arte once therin, 
thꝛoghiy ridde and paſte the feare of all perils, what caſe: 
art thou in then, with thy feithe of that article, but enen 
cleane careles ? foz no man careth, but foz feare of ſome 
diſpleaſure that might enſue,  Therfoze when thou art 
careles, whether thou belene it 03 no, what nede any far- 
der perſwaſion to moue the from it? ſpecially when the 
pop2etee ofthe thyng is ſuche, as will nener abide with 
him, that tareth not foz it: foz he that careth not foz it, ſet⸗ 
teth nothyng by it. And he y ſetteth nothyng by it, other 
bath lofk if, oꝛwill not longe kepe it. And therfoze, when 
it is once come tu be nothyng ſet by, To what cometh it 
farder, but euen to contempte and extreme hatred 
wherof there tan be no greatter pzofe, then the lamenta⸗ 
ble experience therof,to great and openly knowen Foz 
hath not this wilie Neinarde, by the meanes ofthis his 
dlabolitall perſwaſion ofno perill of damnacion in the 
lpke caſe, bzought many a one tothe ſame pointe, with 
this holy ſacrament whiche we nowe ſpeake of ? as it 
mate moſte plainely apere, by the ſhamefull appꝛobzi⸗ 
ous woozdes and behautour of his owne diſciples .

2Slefſed are your eares, becauſe thei dooe heare thoſe 
thynges, whiche many pꝛophettes and iuſte men, great- 
ly deſpꝛed to heare, and yet herde them not. Therfoze 
what were thoſe thynges, that made the eares ol the a⸗ 
poſtles ſo happie and bleſſed in the hearyng ol them, but 
the ſaipnges ol Chꝛiſte ? And why were thole pꝛophettes 
and iuſte men deſpꝛous to here them, and herde them 
not: but becanſe thei were neuer ſalde in their tyme 2 

—_ thet were not bownde to belene them, and 
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ton⸗ 
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tronſequentiy no moze are we nother, becauſe the ſame 
feithe hall ſaue vs, which ſaued them. Take good hete, 
fo: this doctour will make thee a good chꝛiſten man, if 
thou marke and herken well to him. Fo2 if our ſauiour 
Chꝛiſte ſpake any thynges, of moze woꝛthineſſe and pꝛo⸗ 
fite then other, doubtles thoſe pꝛophettes and iuſte men, 
were moſte deſpꝛous to here them, and pet herde them 
not. But the cauſe why was this, that thei were neuer 
ſatde, in their time. woherloꝛe thei were not bounde to 
beleue the moſte woꝛthie and p2ofitable thynges, that e- 
ner Chꝛiſte ſpake : and no moꝛe are we nother, becauſe 
the ſame leithe ſhall ſaue vs whiche ſaued them. Alſo the 
thiele thynges that euer Lhziffe taught, are the chiefe 
thynges that apperteine to the helth ol mans ſowle. But 
thoſe thynges were the i, that made the eares ol his apol⸗ 
tles bleſſed in their herynge of them. Ind thoſe thynges 
were thei, that many pꝛophets and iuſte men deſpꝛed to 
here, and herde them not. u9herfoze thole pꝛophets and 
iuſte men were not bownde to belene, the chiefe thynges 
that ener Chꝛiſte taught fo2 the helthe of mans ſowle: 
Betauſe thei were neuer ſald in their time. And therfoze 
no moꝛe are we bownde to beleue them nother, becauſe 
the ſame feith ſhall ſaue vs, whiche ſaued them,

ſelſe, as faſfe as they did, by reaſon wherof,ſache as met 
ym in the wate, nothynge fuſpectynge hym, looked ſo 
murhe alter an other, whiche as thei thought thoulde bee 
befozehpm , that he by that meanes gat to ſaint Mar- 
tyns, and decefued them all. And ſo lykewiſe this wily 
ſophiſfer Frith, goynge aboute to ſteale from vs the 
trewthe of our feithe with his decefneable ſophiſ(ſcach 
ons, binder the name and pꝛetente ofnaturall reaſons, 
and fearyng therwith to be taken, had none other ſhifre 
noꝛ hope to ſcape, (but as J tolde thre befoze) to exclame 
and trie, beware of ſophiſters, beware of ſophiſters, 
chinkynge vtterly therby, that no man wolde ſaſpects 
hym to bee any ot that ſozte : and yet in compariſon of 
hym, there is none but he alone: wherof thou hafte had 
a metelp good pzofe alredie: HE RE. Vhat p:ofe ſo 
ever J haue had alredfe, J wolde here the pzofe of 
that whiche J nowe defſpze: CA TH. Thon ſhalte: 
HERE, Pea but when? ATH. @urn When thou 
wilte thp ſelfe: HER =. That, by mp wyll; Hall bes 
tuen to moꝛowe, while this that J haue herde fo date, is 
ſomewhat freche in memozie, C A. Content. u x _ 
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Toen where ſhall J mete with pon 7 ATH. In no 
place better then here: # = . uohat time : befoze noone 
oz after : C A. Male it paſleth an after noones woozke 
I mate ſale to thee: foz the whole daie longe, J ſuppoſe 
were littell enough.

Foz one thynge J will cell 
thee befoze, thou neuer herdeſt ſuche a woozke, of an he⸗ 
retike fince thou were bozne,as thou ſhalt here of him des 
clared in this pꝛole whiche thou requireſt. u . hat 
wozs then J haue herde to date?

nes mary ſir, and that is this: J wolde faine knowe by 
what reaſon you tan p2oue,y this ſame article, which we 
haue bene aboute all this while, is one ol them, that we 
are bownde of neteſſitee to beleue vnder peine ol dam⸗ 
nation: Ye haue hicherto inueied againſte Frith, foz 
holdpng the contrar ie, but pet haue pe doone nothynge 
to the pꝛobation therof pour ſelfe ; foz it is two thynges 
to . pzone Frithes opinion. falſe, and to pzone pours 
trewe: CATH, Well, although the pzobacion of the 
trewthe, can not haue a verap apte and conuenſent 
place, beſoze the ſalſitee bee cleane reſelled and thzough- 
oma that in 9 . 
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parte, yetall volde of thy requeſt, J wyll not lene thee, 
becauſe I perteiue thee; ſomewhat deſyꝛous to here of 
the matter: And therfoze while Frithes opinion is this, 
that it is an article ot no neceſſitee to bee beleued, and 
our feithe is plaine 


eto the tontrarie, the one parte, oꝛ the 
other, muſte nedes be trewe: wherfoze betauſe the one 
parte, oz the other muſte nedes be trewe, and betwene 
trewthe and falſhed there tan be no meane, it can not be 
auoided, but (ith the falſhed is formde of his ſpde: The 
trewthe muſte nedes remaine with vs. HERE. Nay 
ſir that ſolowech not: foz the falſhed that pe fynde with 
Frithe, is in his pꝛobation and not in the thynge, which 
be goeth abonte to pꝛoue. Foz pe knowe right well, 
chat a man mate mille in the pꝛobacion of a trew thynge 
fometyms, and pet is not the thynge falſe, betauſe the 
p2obacion is not trewe. ATH. So maieſt thou ex⸗ 
cafe eaery falſhed, whiche any falfe harlot goeth aboute 
to pꝛoue trewe : fo: ſoone mateſtthon ſaie that although 
hefaile in his pzobacion, pet is the thynge that he wolde 
pꝛoue, trewe enough foz all that, becauſe a man mate 
be deceined in the pꝛobation of a trew thynge. when in 
dede the faulſitee of a thynge, is ofte times moze then 
halte diſcloſed, by the falſtter of the pꝛobation. And 
therfoze although the manifeſfe falſhed of Frithes pꝛo⸗ 
bactons, dooe not euen verp apertly pꝛoue the falſhed of 
his opinion. Pet dooth it make at the leaſt, an ineuita- 
ble confecture thero? . And therfoze euen as mach foz the 
trewthofour ſide : foz what ſhall oz maie we gather of 
this, that all the reaſons whiche he hath bꝛought fo his 
paves, doth not only not pꝛoue his intent, but alſo dzaw 
after them ſache odible conſequences, as euery good 
ann nedes abhozre to here? what — 
ga 
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gather (J ſap) of this, bat that the mighty and inuinti⸗ 
ble trewth of the contrary part, will in no tale ſuffre it 
ſelfe to be ouerthꝛowne. Furthermoꝛe, what wile thou 
ſap, if Frith doe ſutfitiently pꝛoue our parte him ſeife : 
H E R E. That can not be, fo: all his whole purpoſe is 
vtterly to the contrary. © A H. J graunt che ſame, 
and pet marke him well. Foz he intendinge in dede to 
pꝛoue the contrary; maketh neuer a reaſon, but that (as 
J hane declared unte the) it renneth vecerlp-encn as 
muth againſt the neceſſitee of other netellarp articles be- 
ſide, as it doth againff this, foz which he did purpoſe it: 
and that were not poſſible, but becauſe the like oz the ve- 
ry ſame neceſſitee of beliefe, is as wel in this, as in them, 
and all one: foꝛ how ſhuld his reaſons purpoled only as 
gainſt the neceſſary beliefe of this article, touch the netel⸗ 
ſary, beliefe of any other lſkewife,moze ihẽ they tonth the 
light of the 8 heat of the fire and other like, being 
no moꝛe purpoſed againſt thoſe other neceſſary articles, 
then againſt theſe thinges, but vtterly becauſe thoſe arts 
tles and this, be all of one ſoꝛt, and of like neceſſitce to 
be beleued, and eache of theſe thinges, that is to ſap, the 
light ofthe forme, and the heat ofthe fire, cleane of an o⸗ 
ther ſoꝛt ? Fo2 what reaſon ſo euer be bzonght aga inſt a⸗ 
ny thing, ſo farre it doth alwap renne as the tommumi⸗ 
tee ofthe thing, againſt which it is bzought,doth extende, 
and no farther: As be it in taſe, that one were ſomadve, 
as to deny the immoꝛtalttee ofthy ſoule, and wolde goe 
aboute to diſpꝛoue the ſame. Pet what ſo ener reaſons 
he ſhuld make againſt it, without falle muſk nedes renne 
likewiſe, enen as well againſt the immoꝛztalitee of all o⸗ 
ther mens ſoules beſide, as againſt thine, and that could 
not be, but becauſe that ſame-tmmozralitee is commune 
Out and 
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and doch apperteine as well vnto thy ſoule as to theirs, 
Wherfoze after the like maner, the cauſe why, that 
Frithes reaſons doth renne, as well againſt the necef 
fitee of other neceſſary articles, as it doth againſt the ne- 
tellitee ofthis (foz which they were purpoſed) is vtterly 
becauſe, the very ſame neceſſitee of beliefe,ts commune 
and doth aperte ine as well vnto this, as to them and all 
ene : foz els it were not poſſible fo: thoſe reaſons purpo⸗ 
ſed but onely againſt this, to make any thing moze as 
gainſt the neceſſitee of thoſe other, then againſt (as J 
ſaid) the light of the ſonne,o2 any thing els belive. Ther⸗ 
fo:e it mult nedes folow, that this article, is of as great 
netellitee to be belened,as anp of the other is. wherfo:e 
becauſe Frith wolde haue pꝛoued it ({ndiferent and 
tould not, he hath therfoze now pꝛoued it neceſſary and 
wolde not. n9herwith content thy lelfe, thou getteſt no 
moze of me at this tyme . HE RE. Pes J pzap pou ſir, 
one thinge moze, and then J will bid you far well. CA. 
hat is that: M A R E. Mary ir I haue redde Frithes 
boke, J wene as often as euer did pou, and pet could J 
neuer finde 02 perteiue ſuch matter therin,as pe haue dcs 
- clared, and J meruatile greatly what ſhuld bee the 
cauſe therof: ATH. It is no meruaile at all: foz 
doubtles (f Frith had no moze trewth, vertue, wit, and 
learning in thine opinion, then he had in his owne head, 
thou ſhuldeſt ſone haue perteiued in his booke, a great 
deale moꝛe, then I haue ſhewed the. And that ſhalt thou 
poue mol crew, if thou do but withdꝛaw thine opinion 
and affection from him. HE RE. Tro pe ſo? CATH. 
There is ns doubt of that. HERE. Well fir, here is 
tp wap now, and therfoze J will trouble pou no low 
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rolls. MHR. God be with you ir. ATU. And 
with the to.
